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Giving a true and juſt Account of a moſt horrible and 


Dzeadful Fire, 


Which happened on S»ndsy the 19th. of Nov. 1682. 


Beginning at the Houſe of one Capt. Ales, 


in C:nnamon-ſtreet, by thecareleſneſs of a drunken Fellow , a 
Sawyer, who lodged in the Houſe aforeſaid , and by letting 
the Candle fall into ſome Shavings, he ed ruinous to ſoune 
Thouſands now undone by the ont-ragtous Flames, which with 
uncontroulable force burned down Two Thouſnd Houſes fle- 
roying all before it for a whole Mile in length, and a quarter 
of a Mile in breadth, burning down 'Streets, Lanes, Allies, 
Courts, Yards, Wharfs, Cranes, the like ncver known before 
ſince the great Fire of Londvr. It continued Twenty Hours or 
more, to the ruine of many Mens good Eſtates , beſides the 
loſs of forty mens lives, who were deſtroyed in engeavouring 
to aſſwage the force of this terrible ſire, 


Alfo, giving you a particular account of 
the great loſles ot ſeveral Men,namely, Sir William War- 
ren, the Lady Tvy, Mr. Hooper, Mr. Hains, Mr. Wilſon, 
Mr. Jackſon 5 with many huadreds more, too tedious to 
particularize.

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Sad and Lamentable News from 


A oref the reſt of the Puniſhments inflifed wpon 
Aus for our Iniquities, as Sword, Peſtilence, and Fire, 
the laſt hath proved very di(ruGive at ſeveral times, 
zee, and ſo frequently, that it now begins to be terrible 
to our remembrance, eſpecially when we take Remargques 


of the direful effetfs thereof 5 But to proceed. 


On Sunday November the 19th. 1682. about 9g or 10 
of the Clock at night, a molt dreadful and terrible, 
outragious and con{uming Fire broke out at Wapping, in 
Cinnamon-Lanc, at the houſe of one Captain Allen, a 
perſon who uſually bore'Command at Sea, and by the 
moſt true and exa& account as we can yet get, but is 
is ſuppoſed true enough, by the means of a Drunken 
Fellow , whoſe ſenſes being drowned in the ſuperflu- 
ity of ſtrong drink, rendred him as much like a Beaſt, 
as it uſeth to do by all men, who inconfiderately drink 
to exceſs; but he coming home with his mind as care» 
leſs as his brain witleſs, and lodging in a Garret of 
the aforeſaid Captain A!/ens, he being drowſie and 0- 
ver-loaded with Liquor, lct his Candle fall into fome 
Shavings which were in the Garret, which immedi- 
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| ately took fire, and burnt with ſuch vehemence, that: 
| it ſoon ſet the houſe all on a Flame, and in a moment as 
it were, conſumed that. houſe even to the very ground, 
notwithſtanding the immediate diſcovery made by a 
Boy of abaut eight years of Age, and the great In- 
duſtry.of the Neighbourhood, who were — 
agive to ſupprefs the raging Flame, yet by the ſtrenge 
of the Wind, which then blew exceeding hard, the 
Flames increaſed, and run on with ſuch violence, that 
it is ſcarce imaginable, that all the Inhabitants- were 
put intoa fearful conſternation, ſome ofthem ſoaffright- 
ed, that they came running intothe ſtreet in their ſhift /\ 
only ; .but yer the Fire grew fiercer and fiercer, and 
all their endeavours to abſtrutt or hinder its progreſ- 
fion, proved ineffectual, for by the ſeverity of. the. 
Wind it was carryedalong irreliſtably, water beingtar 
that.time ſcarce, and the Inhabitants ſo amazed>, that 
they had not ſenſe enough to ſecure what they might, 
the fire violeatly running through 3 os 4 houſes as is 
were even. at once, deſtroying all before it, for the 
Buildings many of them being old, took fire as it were. 
like. Tinder, and run on for.the ſpace of an hous and a 
half before any Engines came ta the aſſiſtance of the 
Sufferers, and by the narrownels. of the Stxects, the 
Flames had the advantage. of firing on both ſides of 
the way . fo that then it became terrible to behold; 
at..laſt Engines came, but water being ſcarce, many 
of them -proved unſerviceable, rhe Engineirs uſed. their 
utmolt Induſtry, but to ſmall effect. 

And aftey, by the outrage of theſe conſuming flames, 
about a bundred hauſes were deſtroyed, it was ordered 
that Powder ſhould be conyeyed thither from the 
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Tower by Water, which was zotordingly done, and 
Orders were given for blowing up, fo that immediate- 
Iy ſx houfes were Levelled; but the Timber lying in 
the way, took fire, and burnt more firecely then ts Any 
and ſo rundown in ſpight*of oppoſitiony to- the very 
Thames fide, which cauſedithe Ships to-weigh Anchor, 
and ſtand for the other ſhorez much damage was ſuſtains 
cd, but ſome of them that lay neareſt-the ſhore had 
their Shrowds fired ; aud 'one among the reſt, was 
fired in ber Fore-Caſtle, but by the double diligence | 
of the Sailers, ſhe was preſerved ; but, *tis faid , that 
ewo Seamen haſtily getting on Board, \fel]. mo the R- 
ver, and one of then: was loft; 

The poor Inhabitants diſorderly flying away from 
the outrage of the fire, and endeavoured to fave what 
they could from the Flame 5 the Nerghbouring fields 
were over-fpread with the Goods that- haſty removing 
had much damaged.” About One in the-morning the 
Life-Guard came with Powder, in hopes'to Rxtingaiſh 
the fire, which then was hoped might be-conquered, 
but the Wind riſing and turning inte another Quar- 
ter, together with the fear of the people, ſeveral ha- 
ving been killed by Timber and the fall of Chimneys, 
Walls, and other-places, the Flame went- on without 
oppoſition, fiercely burning towards Shadwel, deltroy- 
ing the new Buildings that' were built after: the. great 
Fire, about. five or itx years ago allo-Store-Houles, 
Ware-houfes, and Cranes, |with great quantities of /To- 
bacco and Brandy, Wood-yards it* abundance were 
conſumed, and not a Cart to be got for money ; 'and 
the Tyde bemg low; alt hopes of help by Water were 
fruſtrated, fo that by eight in-the morning 6 os 7 hun 
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tred houſes werethought tobe burnt, and about twen- 
ty blownup, and maay more pulled down, notwith« 
ſtanding the diligence of the Water-men -p Ss by 
the Inſurers, who yery boldly adventured their lives, 
hoping to fecure the houſes . Juſured. 

Itis unknown how many people were deſtroyed by 
this {ad accident, but it 15 without doubt there were 
many, three or four of which lay openly.as objects of 
pitty to the ſorrowful beholders, and *tis thought about 
torty more are burnt and maimed, : one was knocked 
on'the head by the fall of fome part of a houſe which 
was blown up, anditisyet not known how many loſt 
their lives by this deplored Fire. 

The greater Sufterer, as we are informed, is Sir #/:/- 
liam Warren, who it is reported, hath lolt ſome hundreds 
a year, beſides what he had Inſured. The Lady vey, 
{o much commended both far. and near for her great 
pitty and Charity, hath been a conſiderable Glierer, 
whoſe loſs is much lamented by the poor, and I hop: by 
the Rich alſo, All the Fields belonging to her, and be- 
tween that and Sfepney, and alſo up to White Chappel, 
were coveredand filled with the Goods of thoſe poor *? 
and much to be lamented people, who the day betore, | 
many of them thought SC to be in a happy | 
condition, but now ruined and undone þy the mercileſs 
Flame. - Belides, ſeveral Ships that lay in the River 
were hlled with Goods, the likc, except. the great | 
Fire'of Loxdos, was ſcarce ever known3 and greater 
would the loſs have been to ſeveral Tunber-men, it 
they had not had the opportunity of ſaving their Tim- 
ber by the Waterz ſome do affirm that it began by 
the carelefsnefs of the perſon aforeſaid , but it would

care of their Candles, leſt the produ& of their negli- 


gence prove faral and deſtruCtive, as this hath done, to © | 


the utter Tuine of fome, and the great detrimens of 
thouſands. b | 

We have this account alfo of ane Fellow that was 
ſeized, and had ſeyeral Fire-Balls found about him, who 
was with much difficulty, piyeyed to the Watch-houle, 
and there preſerved from the fury of the incenſed peo- 
ple , who otherwife wotitd have undoubtedly killed 


* him, but more. of this you may expet hercafter. 


On the Theſday there was heard a moſt lamentabls 
and mournful noife like groaning, near to a Celler 
belonging to a houſe that was blown up, which occa- 
fioned many to ſuſpeE&that' there might be ſome poor 
creatures cveti buried alive under the Rubbiſh, which 
being Tembved prov?d'even fb, for there they found five 
perſons in a.mifcrable phgtt, three of them being dead, 
and the other two not ike to lizez Lord grant that it 
may never be our lots, who now eſcaped this Calamity, - 
ever ro te left to' rhe mercy of the mercileſs Flames 3 
Amen. ; oy 

Oh Tieſday November the 217h. 1682. we hadaccount 
that the number of Houſes computed to be conſumed, 
were 2000. amongſt which were two or three hundred 
blown up, and we hear, in the Execution thereof, about 
40 were killed, and many more bruiſed and wounded ; 
we hear at preſent only of one old woman that periſh- 
ed in the Flame, except it were the Maid of the houſe 
where it began, whoit was fared, did taſte of the hil;e 
Calamity. Sir Joha Wettwang who had a Ship a building 
there worth about 6 or 7 hundred pound, was __

ept a Maſt-Yard, and loſt feveral 
hundreds of pounds worth, befides great ſtore of other 
Commodities of all forts conſumed by the fre. 


At Wepping-wall it took hold of a-pile of Building, 
called the old Water-houſe, which it conſumed in 1cfs 


then'an hour, and then croff 3 the way, burnt violent- 


'Iy towards the Water-ſide, and had'it not been for the 
«vigilancy andifi@pſtry of his Grace the Duke of A/þer- 
_  warke, and the Earl Craven, and the two Sherriffs of /o« 
. ox, who by" their wiſdom and induſtry put courage in- 
tothe hearts of the never-daunted Seamen, it had been 


far worſe, by their ordering ſome houſes to be blown up,

The Fife, notwitliſtanding the many Houſes which 
were blown up,burnt very fiercely ro Kings-ftreet-brids, 
and near to'New-Gravel=Lane, and there met with ſome 
Timber-Houſes, and others who were built with boards 
and Tarr'd on the out-fide, which took Fire immediate- 
ly and burnt like Tow almoſt , ſo that it was 8 a Clock 
at night almoſt before they could get a head of it, the 
wind being very high, and continued weſterly all night 
and all day on Munday. Figi:. 
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
